Season  [^ 


During  1949,  the  Central  Catholic  Fight- 
ing Irish  had  a  seasonal  record  of  three 
wins  and  five  defeats.  It  was  a  very  dis- 
heartening year,  because  the  Irish  actually 
made  more  points  than  their  opponents. 
One  team  iaeat  them  twice  by  twelve 
points;  twice  they  were  defeated  by  a 
single  touchdown;  and  one  they  lost  by  a 
single  point. 

After  the  opening  game  with  South 
Bend  Washington  was  canceled  because 
of  the  polio  plague,  C.  C.  beat  South 
Bend  Catholic  27-0.  The  next  victory  came 
over  the  Concordia  Cadets.  When  the  gun 
sounded,  the  scoreboard  read:  Irish  24 — 
Cadets  6.  On  the  fifteenth  of  October 
our  squad  visited  Howe  Military  Academy. 
After  a  bruising  battle,  the  visitors  de- 
feated the  hosts  by  a  slim  7-0. 

The  Central  Tigers  twice  defeated  the 
Purple  and  Gold  by  the  same  score:  24-12. 
The  second  of  these  was  hard  to  take  be- 
cause our  team  completely  outplayed  the 
Tigers  in  the  first  half,  but  could  not  hold 
the  ferocious  Bengals  in  the  last  half.  Two 
of  C.  C.'s  arch  rivals,  North  Side  and 
South  Side,  each  beat  the  Irish  by  a  single 
touchdown.  North  took  the  Irish  by  a  14-7 
count,  and  the  Archers  defeated  us  by  a 
score  of  20-13.  Emerson  of  Gary  managed 
to  squeeze  a  13-12  victory  over  the  C.  C. 
squad.
